Statement of Service t for which the dcrorat on has bt en 
awarded — The hnv idar of Town outpost VI of 
Lah„riusarui town bud been detuned bv tho officer-in- 
ch urge ot Laher a'-urai p d ce slrtffori (Suh-lnspcctor Sri 
Rum Singh) to chei k gambling m his jurlsdict on that was 
being pract sed extensively bv Ncp dese ex-scvic 1 men 
resid'ng in tho Nepu'ese camp on the outskirts _ of 
Laher.aanrai town. On the 8th Junuury 1949, on receiving 
infoimation that gambling was actually gO.ng on, the 
havildar with 7 of his outpost men went out to sui round 
the gamb ers. Thu place of gambling be'ng n d-ms 3 
orchard covering a big sms, he took 7 of h s Town out post 
men. Four of his comtab es were distr'buted around the 
orchard and with 8 he went straight to the p’ncc of 
gambl ng. No sooner d d he and the three constables 
surpr sa the gamb'ers than they were completely over- 
whelmed, and the havildar and iho coistab'es were 
arrested by the Nepalese, who threatened the po ice 
officers with death. Two of the constables who were 
outside the orchard seeing the \ l'ght of tho'r hov Idar and 
hiB men, rushed to the pol oe station, and informed Sub- 
Inspector Sri Ram Singh about the discomfiture of the 
bavl’dar and his party. The Sub-Inspector at o-oe 
collected two havildars and e : ght constables from his 
police station and the adjacent town outpost, and rushed 
to the rescue of h : s men. The Sub-Inspector was armed 
with a revolver while his men were armed only with lathis. 

On arrival at the si ofc the Sub-Inspector not only 
succeeded in reacting Iho hivildar and the thr j e 
constables, but even manag'd to arrest six of tho leaders 
->f the den. No sooner did he try to remove the arrested 
men than the miscreants h T ew whittles whereupon about 
800 Nepalese armed with kukries ttishcd to tho spot from 
all dheefons. The mob soon swel'cd to over a thousand. 
They rescued the arrested Nepalese and fell upon iho 
pol'ce partv. The Sub-Tnspector and h's men were 
attacked with kukries bv those lend'ng th<* mob, V hen 
all warn'ngs and perstins'ons of the Suh-Tnsn ctor failed 
and he saw imminent danger to himself and his men, he 


opened lire with his revolver. One of tbe attack. ng 
Nepa.esc fell and the others stopped banting the poi ce 
party up, but hr ckbuts and kukries continued to be 
iiur'ed. The Sub-Inspector and borne of hs j arty were 
injured, but he managed to pull out his force without 
serious damage from an ex: rein dy dunge-ous situation, 
and took cover beh'ud the rniluay embankment till 
reinforcements arr'ved under the Super ntendent ot Pol oe. 
Bub for tho pluck of the Sub-Inspector and tho 
conspicuous courage he disp’ayed at considerable personal 
risk, the police party would have been annihilated. 

2. This award is made for gal’antry under reg ilat ; on d(i) 
of tho llegu'ations governing the award of the Indi in 
Police Medal and consequent y carries with it the special 
allowance admissible to officers of and below the rank of 
Inspector of Police.

The main 
objection made to this procedure being adopted was did 
after notices bud been issued as stated m paragraph 10 of 
our Award (Part I), no claims had been made by any 
employee or body of employees to any of the banks in 
quest. on nor had any such cla m» been submitted to this 
Tribunal. We do not con&id r chin objection us of real 
consequence, because we are sat shed that the demands 
on which the first part, of our Award was based were m tdc 
by the EmpiOy eos' Union on b half of the employees of 
these Banks also, and having joined the employees of the 
Banks alicady dealt with in making such domands they 
have felt it unnecessary to ro.torute them, the Tribunal 
having alreudy been seized of them. In any case, it can 
be sard that at the time of the Notification under which 
the present reference has been made, there was an 
“apprehension” that the workmen of the Banks under 
consideration would demand that the Tribunal should give 
them interim relief, an apprehension whch, we now find, 
has been justified by later events, so that it is not at 
present possible to shut off eons deration oF the said 
demand , 

8. The first thing that we have to do, therefore, is to 
class ; fy tho 12 Banks. The principles on which Mr. Singh 
based his classification are to be found in paragraph 4 at 
•page 04 of the printed Award, via., “according to their 
(Banks’) paid-up capital, dividend and margin of profits, 
etc.”. From the figures published for the 12 Banks 
concerned for 1946 (which would have been considered by 
Mr. Singh if these Banks were before him), we classify

4. On behalf of the Habib B a rile it was urged that only 
ihat part of its working capital which was being utilized 
iu India should be taken into consideration and that if this 
were done it would be found (hat the Indian branches 
have boen incurring losses. Wo do not think that this is 
the correct principle to adopt, Tho capacity to pay on 
the part of a Bank depends on its total working capital 
and the state of its total finances. We must, therefore, 
take into account the capacity of this Bank to pay as 
indicated by the figures appearing in its balance sheets and 
profit and loss accounts, On behalf of the Bank of Baroda 
it was brought to our notice that the branch concerned had 
been opened as recently as the 9th April 1949, so that the 
employees concerned would not have to Wait so long as the 
employees of the other Banks before the final award comes 
into operation and that there has been no great increase 
in the cost of living since the branch was opened. But we 
are supposing that whenever any of the Banks now under 
consideration has opened a head office or a branch, the 
only criterion regarding the proper scales of pay, etc., to 
he applied existing at that time is Mr. Singh’s Award. If 
those scales of pay were being given in a particular branch 
or establishment it must, be held, in view of the con- 
clusions we have already reached, that they were 
inadequate for the period covered by our Award and, 
therefore, also for any lesser period, as in the case of the 
Bank of Baroda’s Kanpur branch, during which a Bank 
or its branch has boen in existence in the province. If 
any Bank has been giving anything more than what would 
be due under the combined operation of Mr. Singh's 
Award and ours, the Bank would, under tho terms of our 
Award, be credited with having paid the excess and no 
injustice would be caused. 

5. Mr. Merhotra on behalf of the United Provinces Bonk 
Employees’ Union has criticised certain provisions of iur 
'Award as inadequate, but we are unable at this stage to 
deal with such criticism. We direct that the Banks shall 


be classified as stated above and that mter.m relief us 
directed in bait 1 of our Award, if found due, shall be 
given to (heir employees on the supposition that 

Air. Singh’s Award applied to them with eiteot from the 
1st January 1949 or any later date on which an ostnbl sh- 
inoni or office may have been opened. Wo further dneob 
that the amounts which may bo found due on account of 
doarness allowance up to the date on which thiB Award 
comes into operation shall ho paid within two months fiom 
such date. 

6. riicra may be more than one method of applying 
Mr. Singh’s Award and ours to the Bank under con- 
sideration. We think that tho fairest and simplest of 

such methods would be tho following. Out of the total of 
the pay and the dearness allowances as are now being 
paid, ci edit may first be given to the extent of the full or 

maximum possible amount of the pay awarded by 

Air. Singh, the balance, if any, being treated as the true 
dearness allowance; for it is admitted that certain BaMts, 
instead of paying increased 'dearness allowance Lave been 
giving increased pay, the increaso really being for the 
enhanced cost of living. Under this method, if any 
difference is found between the dearness allowance arrived 
at by the method given above aud what n workman would 
got as dearness allownnco under the combined effect of the 
two Awards (provided that tho latter i a gi eater), suoh 
difference can he taken as the increase to which the 
workman would bo entitled. We direct that this method 
shall he followed in applying the two Awards to the Banks 
now under consideration.
